DISEASE REPORTING AIDS HEALTH IN COMMUNITY 
C 
ARLFUL and accurate reporting of contagious disease is ab­ 
solutely necessary if they are to be controlled, according to 
Dr. Harold B. Wood, Spidemiologist in the State Department 
of Health. 
It there are not at least t oo times more reported 
cases of scarlet fever, than deaths, or 18 times more reported 
cases of Diphtheria than deaths, these diseases are not being 
accurately reported, according to Dr. Wood. 
Complete reporting means complete control. 
Only re­ 
ported cases are quarantined, and it is the duty of teachers, par­ 
ents, doctors and all others to report known cases of contagious 
disease. 
Usually only about 50 to lo o cases of measles or 
whooping cough are reported for each death in any community. 
This figure indicates that less than half of the actual number of 
these diseases are over reported, and kept from spreading to 
other children. 
Any person that knows that children have a 
contagious disease, can and should help the local health officer 
control that disease in the community. 
Dr. Wood adds:— Out of 500 cases of measles there will 
be one fatality. 
Out of 4,000 cases of chickenpox, one will die. 
Out of 6000 cases of mumps, there will be one death. 
Out of 
12 cases of typhoid fever, one will prove fatal. 
In the matter 
of scarlet fever, one death to each 100 cases is the average. 
W hooping cough records one fatality to each 1 50 cases. 
Other maladies and their average death rates are: Diph­ 
theria shows one death to each 18 to 20 cases recorded; while 
meningitis and infantile paralysis will average about one death 
in each seven cases. 
These figures are valuable to the people of Pennsylvania, 
since they give a clue to the danger that lies in the various 
types of disease analyzed in this story by Dr. Wood. 


OPENING THE PRESIDENTIAL CAMPAIGN 
W ith the end of the national conventions and the spectacular 
flight of Governor Roosevelt to Chicago, the presidential cam paign really 
opened. 
But naturally there came a lull. 
N ational com m ittee ch air­ 
m en and political m anagers had to have tim e to m ap out plans. 
Ar­ 
rangem ents are now fairly well completed. There will be hosts of speak­ 
ers engaged in defining the issues on both sides. 
Roosevelt him self is 
reported to be contem plating m aking a num ber of speeches from coast 
to coast. He is going to Columbus, Ohio, on the 20th. President Hoover 
is not expected to do m uch platform talking, although occasions will be 
found for addresses by radio. 
Governor Roosevelt's recent radio address was a prelim inary talk 
about the Dem ocratic platform with some side rem arks of his own in 
relation to the tariff, the deficit, taxation and the like. He was prom pt­ 
ly called to account by the secretary of the treasury for m isstatem ents, 
by Senator Smoot and Senator Dickinson. 
There was no answer from 
Albany. 
A fter the convention the governor announced th at h£ would 
reply only to Hoover, not to others. 
Wise m an! 
There are experts in 
adm inistrative affairs in the cabinet of the president who have facts 
a t th eir fingers’ ends, and the governor would involve him self in a hope­ 
less tangle should he undertake to m eet their criticism s of his speeches. 
And President Hoover is possessed of facts, too. 
He is intending 
to give some of them to the public tomorrow. 
On T hursday night, he 
will be form ally notified of his nom ination by Representative Snell of 
New York, head of the convention’s notification comm ittee. 
The cere­ 
m onies will take place in Constitution Hall, W ashington. The president’s 
address of acceptance will be broadcast over the nation. 
D uring the 
afternoon Mr. Hoover will receive m em bers of the notification and n a ­ 
tional comm ittees, as well as cam paign officials, at the W hite House 
and th e Republican canvass will be on its way. 
W hat the Dem ocrats have to offer along constructive lines is 
little. 
W hat the Republicans have to offer is based upon actual con­ 
struction. 
The governor, quoting from the platform , calls for a drastic 
change in economic and governm ental policies. 
The president and his 
cam paign workers will be sure to ask, “W hat sort of changes?” 
Indeed, 
th a t question has been asked over and over w ith no practical response. 
By changes the opposition merely m eans experim entation. 
Governor 
Roosevelt him self has used th a t very word. 
If we are not m uch m istaken, the Hoover adm inistration will p u r­ 
sue an aggressive cam paign and force the Dem ocratic candidate to one 
of defense and explanation.

Nothing better th an beef stew 
w ith dumplings. 
Even spare ribs aren ’t quite as 
good. 
To come in from swimming or 
w andering in the fields, or working,

Saw h er cut the m eat 
into cubes and sprinkle them with 
salt and pepper and cover them with 
flour . . . and cook them a little in 
a frying pan, to sear the pieces . . . 
I and boil for a few m inutes . . . then 
| set the pot on the back of the stove 
I to cook slowly for hours . . . and 
add carrots and onions and tom atoes 
. and other vegetables from our own 
garden . . . and thicken w ith flour 
! and add the dum plings (I'd forgot­ 
ten entirely until I tried to rem em ­ 
ber). 
| 
I watched her m ake those dum p- 
i lings, too . . . mixing and sifting 
‘ the flour and baking powder and 
I working in butter and adding milk 
and rolling it out on a board and 
cutting with a biscuit cutter . . . and 
steam ing them and dropping them 
into the stew on the top of every­ 
thing . . . with the cover down tight 
and untouchable and the brood of 
children warned under no circum ­ 
stances to lift th a t cover and sttck 
a hungry nose down to th a t delight­ 
ful com bination of smells and tastes. 
Suppose we thought, then, th a t 
beef stew with dum plings practically 
made itself, th a t there was no trick 
of experience or wisdom, no a rt 
added to science, in the texture of 
those dum plings, in their lightness, 
their fluffiness, th eir perfection. 
B ut I know* better now . . . since a 
housewife told me. 
The secret was 
in letting the dum plings ALONE. In 
putting them into the stew’, cover­ 
ing tightly, and NOT worrying and 
NOT lifting the lid to take th at 
one tiny FATAL look. . . . T hat made 
the dum plings right. 
If you kept 
your hands off, you had good pum p- 
lings; if you fussed, they fell and 
wTere sullen and soggy and were 
the housew’ife's grief and m ade iron 
lum ps in your stom ach. 
M aking 
those dum plings w’ell w’as like living 
easily, working 
smoothly, 
raising 
children 
properly, 
m inding 
your 
own business, or doing anything else 
th a t looks so easy but can go so te r­ 
ribly wrong if you don’t know’ how. 
I ’m sure I could never tru st m y­ 
self to leave th a t cover on while the 
dum plings are coming so m iracu­ 
lously to perfection. . . . I m ight 
m anage the stew, but I ’d flop on 
the dumplings. 
As wTe all m anage 
some things and fall on others.

That meant 
I had to go up against teams of 
from six to 18 girls from all other 
cities and try, all by myself, to win 
more titles, and more points than 
anybody else. 
Won Six Titles. 
Well, I won six championships of 
the eight, and hung up six new 
records for all six events. 
I wanted to compete in each of 
the Olympic events for women, but 
my coach limited me to three. That 
was my bad luck. 
I know I could 
have been in okay shape for each 
and every one. owing to the long 
rest between the different contests. 
What I wanted most of all was a 
crack at Stella Walsh. 
She Is re­ 
garded as the greatest 100 and 200 
meter girl runner in the world. Now 
that’s the kind of opposition I like 
—world’s champioas and all that. 
I’d gladly have passed up everything 
el«e in the Olympics to take a whirl 
with Stella, but they said, “No. no, 
no,”, and I couldn’t get them to 
change their minds.
